The Kaleido Family Arts 
Festival received a boost 
from the federal 
government yesterday.

Goldring said the grant is 
in recognition of the Kalei¬ 
do Festival’s contribution to 
revitalizing Alberta Avenue, 
the stretch of 118 Avenue 
that runs between NAIT 
and Northlands. 

Kaleido, which began in 
2006 as the Arts Alive! Festi¬ 
val, is one of Arts on the 
Ave Edmonton Society’s 
main projects aimed at reju¬ 
venating the community 
through art. The festival 


runs Sept. 25 to 27 on 118 
Avenue between 92 Street 
and 94 Street. 

Over 350 visual and per¬ 
forming artists will take 
over rooftops, back alleys 
and parks to demonstrate 
this year’s theme, “Artists 
and Landscapes.” Morin will 
use the grant to pay the 
artists — many of whom 
live in the Alberta Avenue 
neighborhood—and to con¬ 
tinue area revitalization. 


Coun. Tony Caterina said 
Alberta Avenue was once a 
main thoroughfare in Ed¬ 
monton, but became neg¬ 
lected over the past 30 
years. Crime soared and 
buildings fell into disrepair 
until residents stepped in to 
reclaim their community 
four years ago.

sierra leone More than 200 
people, including several 
schoolchildren, were missing 
and feared dead Thursday, a 
day after a boat capsized at 
sea, authorities said.

The Sudanese 
regime surely did¬ 
n’t reckon with 
the phenomenon of Lubna 
Hussein, the journalist ar¬ 
rested along with 12 others 
in Khartoum in July and 


charged with “indecency” 
for wearing trousers in 
public. 

Not only did she refuse 
the flogging sentence that 
10 of those women accept¬ 
ed, she went to court to 
contest the charge, deter¬ 
mined to show it has no 
basis in Islamic teaching 
and using her clout as a 
journalist to speak out for 
so many other women 
who can’t. 

The entire world was 
watching when a judge 
waived the flogging sen¬ 
tence Monday and ordered 
her to pay a $200 fine. 


But Hussein kicked the 
ball right back at the Khar¬ 
toum government, refus¬ 
ing to pay the fine and 
choosing instead to spend 
a month in jail to show sol¬ 
idarity with the thousands 
of other women, Muslim 
and non-Muslim, that the 
so-called Islamic Sudanese 
regime singles out for its 
brand of hollow piety. 

Shockingly, such charges 
are not unusual in Khar¬ 
toum, where a police offi¬ 
cial says nearly 43,000 
women were detained last 
year for indecent clothing 
offences. 


The Sudanese regime 
picked on the wrong 
woman with Hussein. De¬ 
spite her request to family 
and friends not to pay the 
fine on her behalf, the 
head of the Journalists 
Union — a member of the 
ruling party — paid the 
fine and Hussein was al¬ 
most pushed out of prison 
— television news reports 
show her looking upset at 
being told to leave. 

She said she didn’t want 
to leave behind the almost 
800 women who had no 
one to pay the fine for 
them. 


Ponder that for a mo¬ 
ment — the Sudanese au¬ 
thorities essentially ended 
up paying a fine for a 
ridiculous charge they in¬ 
vented. Forget shooting 
yourself in the foot — they 
scored an own goal! 

Just before Hussein was 
released, the UN human 
rights office said her con¬ 
viction violated both the 
bill of rights in Sudan’s in¬ 
terim constitution as well 
as international human 
rights treaties ratified by 
Sudan. 

We know what Lubna 
Hussein did to expose the 


Sudanese regime’s moral 
bankruptcy. What will the 
UN, for which Hussein 
used to work, do? She re¬ 
signed from that job — 
which could have provided 
her immunity — to contest 
the charges. 

It’s about time the UN 
kicked out Sudan and oth¬ 
er countries that so egre- 
giously violate women’s 
most basic rights in the 
name of “decency.”

Whoopee! Last week, the 
city of Edmonton an¬ 
nounced it was preparing 
to take a giant leap for¬ 
ward as a city. 

You may not be able to 
immediately identify what 
I’m talking about if you 
don’t believe a greatly ex¬ 
panded rapid transit sys¬ 
tem is critical to Edmon¬ 
ton’s future and a key ele¬ 
ment in creating a sustain¬ 
able and much more liv¬ 
able city. 

The announcement of 


lines critical for city’s future 


the two proposed routes, 
one from Millwoods in the 
south to the downtown, 
and the other from Lewis 
Estates in the west to the 
downtown, is very good 
news indeed. 

The challenge now will 
be for the city to follow 
through on this vision for 
rapid transit in spite of 
those who want to chal¬ 
lenge it — and challenge 
it they will. 

There’s no doubt some 
citizens and businesses 
will be inconvenienced by 
the proposed routes. In 
the past, strident voices of 
opposition have often con¬ 
vinced our civic leaders to 
abandon some very good 
plans for the city. One can 
only hope that doesn’t 
happen this time and the 
benefit to the many over¬ 


rides the objections of the 
few. 

For purely selfish rea¬ 
sons, I would like the 
south LRT line to go down 
75 Street rather than Con¬ 
nors Road. A route on 75 
would allow me to walk a 
short distance to an LRT 
stop. If that were the case, 
I would probably never 
drive my car into the 
downtown again. It would 
be so much easier to jump 
on and off the LRT. No 
traffic jams, no icy roads 
in the winter, no looking 
for a parking space. 

My confessed selfish¬ 
ness aside, I am assuming 
this kind of thinking will 
also affect the behaviour 
of the thousands of com¬ 
muters who live along the 
proposed route. With an 
LRT in place, anyone who 


drives on 75 Street or 
along Connors Road on 
the way to work in the 
downtown would have to 
think long and hard about 
the benefits of doing so. 
Watching the LRT glide by 
as they wait for the next 
advance green or a break 
in the traffic in the Bonnie 
Doon traffic circle would 
be a powerful inducement 
to change. 

The more we do to re¬ 
duce this city’s love affair 
with cars the better. But 
we are not going to be 
able to do that without of¬ 
fering motorists a reason¬ 
able alternative. These 
two LRT lines are just the 
ticket.

Business 
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Recovery stronger than 
forecast: Bank of Canada 


The Canadian economy is 
bouncing back from the re¬ 
cession stronger than pre¬ 
viously believed, despite 
ongoing worries about the 
impact of a strong dollar, 
the Bank of Canada said 
Thursday as it left interest 
rates untouched at the low¬ 
est level practicable. 

In July, Bank of Canada 
Governor Mark Carney ap¬ 
peared to go out on a limb 
when he declared that the 
recession was over, but now 
the central bank says even 
Carney underestimated the 
rebound. 

“Stimulative monetary 
and fiscal policies, im¬ 
proved financial condi¬ 
tions, firmer commodity

could be stronger than the 
bank projected in July.” 

The bank said it will 
keep its key policy rate at 
the 0.25 per cent until at 
least next July. 

The boost was borne out 
by July trade numbers that 
suggest the return of 
spending by Canadian con¬ 
sumers, with an 8.3 per 
cent pop in imports. 

“To me it shows the 
bank is increasingly confi¬ 
dent in the view ... the re¬ 
cession is over and the 
economy is turning the 
corner,” said Douglas 
Porter, chief economist 
with the BMO Capital Mar¬ 
kets.

their star, complete with a

Ginger Garlic 
Chicken Stir Fry

INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup Jasmine rice 

2 cups water 

FOR MARINADE: 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

3 inch piece of ginger, 
peeled and grated 

1 tbsp soy sauce 

2 tsp sesame oil 
FOR STIR FRY: 

1 tbsp vegetable oil 

2 boneless, skinless chick¬ 
en breasts, sliced into 
strips (or 4 boneless, skin¬ 
less chicken thighs) 

1-2 carrots, sliced 
1 small head of broccoli, 
cut into bite-size florets 
1 small package sugar 
snap peas, ends removed 
4-5 mushrooms, sliced 
1/2 green pepper, chunked 
(other vegetables can be 
substituted or added) 

METHOD: 

1. Cook Jasmine rice 
according to package 
directions. Meanwhile, 
combine ingredients for 
marinade in a medium 
bowl. 

2. Add sliced chicken, stir 
to combine and set aside 


while preparing 
vegetables. 

3. Heat vegetable oil in 
large frying pan, add 
chicken, and stir-fiy until 
chicken is no longer pink 
(about 2 minutes). Remove 
chicken from frying pan 
to a separate dish and 
keep warm in the oven. 

4. Add a bit more oil to 
pan and add chopped veg¬ 
etables, reserving 
mushrooms, and stir-fry 
for about 4-5 minutes. 

5. Add mushrooms and 
continue stir-frying for an¬ 
other 3 minutes. Add a 
few drops of water to help 
vegetables steam cook 
when stir-frying. 

6. When vegetables are 
crisp tender, add chicken 
and stir to combine (if de¬ 
sired, add a splash or two 
of soy sauce, then stir). 

7. Serve with rice. Enjoy!
